2. The ovens wre operated in three sé-hour ehifts a day, six daya por week. 
fhe dupply of eoray fron awl other xvaw materiale was always adequate and 
waa brougnt to the plant chiefly by reil, although occasional deliveries 
of acrep iron were made by Yolga river-beate. Occastonal work stoppages of 
fzam two te three days ocurred besenca of lack of fuel, for operation of the 
furnaces. fhe fuel, a gassline by-product called “Hazuth", was brought te 
Stalingrad mainly by Velge river-hboats. Daring the winter, however, deliveries 
wexe often made in railresil taux cers, vhich were sonetines slow in arriving, 
it was during these periods that work ateppager gonerally occurred, 


3. Under normal working conditions each oven had to he refilled after sight to 
Raine houre. Uering the summer the ovens wore filled more frequently and the 
prodnetion level was correspondingly higher.
